The huge“warehouses in the export 
Harbor, over which fiy the Stars and 
Stripes, are scenes of the greatest ac- 
tivities under American Capt. Foley, 
while the chief of the A. R. A. in 
Latvia, Capt. Miller, has a quiet and 
effective manner in straightening out 
tangles and getting things done. 

One of the first difficulties was the 
Mength of the trains in Latvia, starting 
out with fifty cars, which when reach- 
ing the border were reduced to forty, 
since the soviet engines could not pull 
any more. Demurrage on ten cars per 
‘train raised a question between the Lat- 
vians and the soviets, but was quickly 
straightened out to the satisfaction of 
both. 

Trains Big Problem. 

There also was the question of the. 
slow return of Latvian owned freight 
ears from soviet Russia, but this soon 
was solved after three days’ delay. 
Now things are working smoothly and 
the only difficulty is in soviet ‘Russia, 
where occasionally on a stéep grade 
loads too great for the anemic Russian 
engines, aweary through age and un- 
repair, must be cut off and a few cars 
left on a siding, but those cars always 
arrive in Russia.

Senator Smoot of Utah, Republican, 
presented his ameadments providing 
a 3 per cent production or manufac- 
turers’ sales tax as a substitute for the 
excess profits tax and miscellaneous 
taxes. He declared the bill as reported 
from the finance committee fails to 


revise the tax laws to a peace time 


basis. 

That Senator Smoot will make much 
headway with his proposals seemed 
unlikely when it was learned that the 
American farm bureau federation sent 
word Ye. Senator Penrose, chairman of 


. the finance committee, that under no 


circumstances could the manufactur- 
ers’ tax receive its support. 

Simmons Draws McCumber Reply. 

Senator Simmons’ attacks upon the 
Republican party drew a reply from 
Senator McCumber of North Dakota, 
who challenged the consistency of the 
minority party by quoting from recom- 
mendations by Senator Glass when a 
Democratic secretary of the treasury 
urging the repeal of the excess profits 
tax. 

Senator Simmotis assailed the repeal 
of the excess profits taxes, the reduc- 


. tien of the higher surtaxes, the repeal 


of the capital stock tax and the reten- 
tion of some of-the more obnoxious 
war time miscellaneous’ taxes. He 
asserted that the Republicans had 
failed to keep their campaign pledges. 


“The revision proposed is in the in- | 


terest of the corporations and of the 
big rich, or to express it in ‘common 
parlance, the interest of the million- 
aire class,” said;Senator Simmons. “ It 
will t more than half a billion dol- 
lars in taxes off the shoulders of cor- 
porations and the millionaires and 
shift them to the shoulders of less 
fortunate taxpayers.

“The $66,000 income is the deadline 
of the bill. On»one side of that line 
is formed in serried columns the forces 
of the millionaire classes of the coun- 
try. On one side of that line are ar- 
rayed 13,000 taxpayers. I say they are 
the millionaire class because it will 
take $1,000,000 earning 6% per cent 
to aggregate an armnual income of 
$66,000. On the other side, the lowest 
side of that deadline, there are grouped 
600,000 American taxpayers.”
